60 a long and slx m wide; it had a gabled roof covered with tile.

SCHOOL: Thls building, eonstructed of brlok, was 30 x 12 a; ' ' * 
it had a fiat roof. It was ušed aa a sohool for mechanici. 





OPERATIONS BUILDING: Thls building, eonstructed of brlck, mé 
approximately 30 x 15 m; it was two storlea high and had a fiat 
roof. On the first floor were the weather station, radlo 
operations Office and signál offices. The second floor 
oontalned the offloe of the CO, Lt Col Dobrlohovsky. The 
oontrol tower, whlch was approximately three m high, was leoateů 
on the roof. 


APRONS: These were approximately 20 m wide and were oonstrueted 
of conerete. 

HANOAR #1: This hangar was eonstructed of reinforoed oonoretej 
it measured approximately 40 x 20 x 8 m and had a gabled roof. 

It was ušed as aa airoraft repalr shop, and had foldlng doors.
